HOME FREEZERS 


Before you buy a home freezer it is well 
to consider all the facts so you will know 
which unit will suit your purpose. You may 
have asked yourself “Vi hat advantages 
are there in a home fretter for me?

With a variety of frozen 
foods on hand (home and commercially 
frozen foods, including breads, pies, cakes 
and ice cream) meals can be prepared on 
a moment’s notice. Unexpected guests 
can be served fine “company dinners'’. . . 
meals which ordinarily would take long 
hours of planning, shopping and prepar­ 
ing. Out-of-scason foods can be enjoyed 
at your table as fresh as they w ere in the 
garden months earlier and at as low a 
cost as when they were in season. 
For those of you who grot* fruits and 
vegetables, or have easy access to quan­ 
tities of foods from local farms or mar­ 
kets, freezing will save time, %4tal food 
values, flavor and color. Actual time stud­ 
ies show that preservation by freezing 
takes approximately Vs the time required 
for home canning or dehydrating foods. 


What siza and style will you naad? 


You can estimate the size you w ill need by 
planning on one cubic foot as adequate 
for about 30 pounds of frozen food. 
Many new’household refrigerators have 
a low temperature compartment which 
may meet your requirements if your fam­ 
ily is small or if there is no suitable loca­ 
tion for a fretter. 
For the family of average needs there 
are many types of home freezers. The 
chest-type is waist high and designed to 
fit into a utility room, basement or kitchen. 
Upright freezers are styled like your re­ 
frigerator and open from the front. 


How to get the most from a freezer 


Preparing foods for freezing must be done 
with care. The manufacturer of your home 
freezer w ill provide complete instructions. 
By follow ing those simple directions you 
will get the most satisfaction from your 
freezer. 
The operation of a freezer is just as 
simple as that of an electric refrigerator. 
It has to be defrosted only tw*o or three 
times a year because it is not opened as 
often as a refrigerator. Home freezers 
can be plugged into any wall outlet and 
operate at a monthly cost slightly higher 
than a standard refrigerator of the same 
capacity*

Urge veterans and families 
vote yes for state bonus bill 


This is the last issue of the paper before election and 
will therefor be the last opportunity for the American Le­ 
gion to put before the vets and people of Illinois the facts 
on the bonus that they will be asked to vote on November 5. 
Bonds will be issued and sold and these funds will be 
used to pay the veteran in cash. The revenue will come 
mostly from taxes levied on 
cigarettes and horse racing. It 
will cost the state about 
$19,000,000.00 per year for 25 
years. It is estimated that the

Lombard village board of trus­ 
tees set in motion the legal steps 
to prepare a bond issue 
with 
which to pay up or refund a to­ 
tal of $9-*,3a0.38, in three judg­ 
ments and two pending suits, for 
a net agreed settlement figure of 
$69,869. in a bond issue to satisfy 
court judgment, no referendum 
election is employed. 
The settlement will be* the se­ 
quel of a similar one effected on 
November 3, 
1941 
after 
two 
months of stormy debate before 
the village board of trustees. That 
time, a group of obligations to­ 
taling some $294,000 and most of

MILD WINTER 
• 
, SOAP 


I am enclosing a clipping of 
the Wallace, 
Idaho, 
Miner, a 
newspaper from the 
northw est, 
in which the squirrel predicts a 
mild w inter. O ur 
cold 
w eather 
comes from the northw est 
and 
this should foretell the 
w inter 
w eather we will be having the 
next four months. 


“Each fall, in early Septem ber, 
the Forest Service collects around 
2,000 bushels of pine, fir, spruce 
and cedar cones from which they 
extract the seed at the Savenac 
Nursery. The seed is sowed to 
start millions of sm all trees for 
reforestation on Federal 
lands. 
“The small pine squirrel plays 
an im portant part in this refor­ 
estation project. Many 
of 
the 
cones are gathered from squirrel 
caches. The 
squirrel 
cuts 
the 
cones off when they are ripe but 
have not yet opened and stores 
them in wet places for the w in­ 
ter. If the squirrel decides not 
to cut the cones and store them, 
as is the case when we are go­ 
ing to have a mild w inter, it is 
very difficult for the Forest Ser> 
vice to get cones. This was the 
case this year. In some areas the 
squirrels worked fine, in other 
areas they are apparently on a 
strike or feel it is going to be a 
mild w inter for they 
have not 
cached any cones. 


“Some cones are collected from 
the trees after they have been 
sawed down by 
logging crews 
and others are hand picked by 
climbing trees. The hand picked 
cones are quite costly since men 
cannot climb trees as well and 
as fast as the squirrels do. 


“The cones are hauled to the 
N ursery and stored in an open, 
screened-in 
cone 
shed 
where 
they will not mold. During the 
w inter they are dried in a kiln, 
w’here the tem perature is held at 
123 degrees. The seed is shelled 
out after the cones 
open. 
The 
seed is then cleaned in a fan mill 
and graded in a seed grader. The 
seed is stored in 50 gallon drum s 
and rem ains good for from 4 to 
IO years. 


“Since the m ajority of the seed 
used in reforestation comes from 
squirrel caches we 
can 
readily 
see how im portant the small ani­ 
mal is to the future of our Na­ 
tional Forests.”

W A. Hinz, acting chairm an of 
the Cook County AAA Commit­ 
tee, stated that there is one pro­ 
gram sponsored by the D epart­ 
ment of Agriculture that isn’t too 
well known and yet is quite im­ 
portant to both farm ers and the 
general public. 
It is the Direct 
Distribution Program , which un­ 
dertakes. 
to 
purchase 
certain 
farm commodities that 
are 
in 
great abundance and distribute 
them to caai itable 
institutions, 
school lunch units, and child­ 
care centers. 
By so 
doing 
it 
serves to stabilize some of our 
farm prices—to give to the far­ 
mer some assurance of an ade­ 
quate return for his outlay of 
equipm ent, land, and labor. Like­ 
wise. it serves to provide better 
nutrition and health for the na­ 
tion by increasing the consum p­ 
tion of food in schools and other 
institutions. 
The idea of the program arose 
in 1933. when hogs were pur­ 
chased to m aintain farm prices 
and the resulting pork distribut­ 
ed to w elfare agencies for needy 
families. Since then it has grown 
and developed, until today there 
are over 16 thousand agreem ents 
in effect with schools, child cen­ 
ters, and welfare units to re­ 
ceive distribution of over-abund­ 
ant commodities. 
In the immediate future it may 
be widely used as a means to 
help the government make gcxtd 
its promise to support 
certain 
farm prices. Purchased commod­ 
ities do not go into norm al tood 
distribution 
channels, 
where 
such sales would glut the m ar­ 
ket and bring prices down —- so 
the program does provide addi­ 
tional outlets for farm products 
— does serve as a factor in stab­ 
ilizing 
and 
m aintaining 
farm 
prices. 
Mr. Hinz explained that coun­ 
ty AAA committees have 
had 
little responsibility in adm inister­ 
ing this particular program up to 
the present time, but th at some 
of the functions of the program 
are carried on by higher adm in­ 
istrative levels of the AAA or­ 
ganization.

Government 
asking fanners 
to raise more hogs 


W. A. Hin7, acting chairm an of 
the Cook County AAA Commit­ 
tee, stated that the governm ent is 
requesting a greater production 
of hogs in the year ahead. 
Ac­ 
cording to inform ation received 
in the county AAA office, the Na­ 
tional 1947 spring pig goal has 
been set at 58 million head—ll 
per cent more than were pro­ 
duced last spring. 
The decision 
to request greater num bers 
of 
hogs was based on a num ber of 
factors — an expected high level 
of consumer buying pow er with 
its consequent high dem and for 
meat, a 
possible 
reduction 
in 
lamb and m utton production, and 
assurance of large supplies 
of 
com and other feeds. 
To accomplish 
this 
National 
goal, a greater portion of the in­ 
crease must take place in the 
com belt. 
On this basis the De­ 
partm ent suggested a goal for Il­ 
linois of 988,000 sows — an in­ 
crease of 17 per cent over last 
spring farrowings. 
This suggest­ 
ed goal, said Mr. Hinz, was ap­ 
proved last week bv the USD A 
State Council. In so doing, how­ 
ever, it was stated that the goal 


should not unduly encourage far­ 
mers who are not regular hog 
producers or those who are un­ 
successful producers to get into 
hog production. 
The committee man also point­ 
ed out that price supports will 
still be effective at the tim e 1947 
spring pigs go to m arket. 
The 
basic level of such support will 
be 90 per cent of parity, but ex ­ 
act •prices can not be determ ined 
until next fall. 
It should be re­ 
membered, 
though, 
that 
such 
support levels vary according to 


norm al seasonal changes in hog 
prices. 
For instance, in the sup­ 
port level set for this m arketing 
year there is a difference of $3 
per hundred between the low set 
for December and the peak es­ 
tablished for the following Sep­ 
tem ber. All hog producers should 
acquaint them selves w ith these 
price support variations.

Veterans who are Taking edu­ 
cation or training benefits under 
the G. I. Bill must report their 
monthly earnings to the Veter­ 
ans Administration by November 
5. 1946, officials of the VA Illin­ 
ois Rt'gional Office warned today 
The VA will suspend payment of 
subsistence allowances 
to those 
veterans who have not reported 
bj that date. 
Every veteran enrolled 
under 
the Bill will receive a “report of 
earnings'* form with his next sub­ 
sistence check. AU veterans must 
fill out this form stating 
their 
monthly 
earnings, if 
any, 
for 
August, September and October 
oi this year. 
Veterans who had previously 
reported their earnings must sub­ 
mit this second report. Disabled 
veterans who are training under 
the 
Vocational 
Rehabilitation 
Act (Public Law 16) are not re­ 
quired to file. 
Earnings include income from 
all productive labor, 
regardless 
of whether the work tho veteran 
is performing is related 
to his 
course of training. They do not 
include 
subsistence 
allowances 
and pensions. 
The 
veteran’s 
income 
from 
overtime work customarily sched­ 
uled by his employer 
must be 
counted as part 
ol his 
regulai 
monthly earnings. 
However, in­ 
come from “occasional" overtime 
should not bo reported to the VA.

Snow* removal and ice treat­ 
ment in thirty-six states in the 
winter of 1944 - 45 cost $30,909.- 
761. 
The total mileage cleared 
was 288.999. Snow* is a big high­ 
way problem, and technical com­ 
mittees of the American Road 
Builders’ Association are giving 
a great deal of attention to the 
problem. 
In the United States are 54.000 
communities 
without 
railroad 
connections. 
They can only be 
reached by passenger car, truck 
and bus. Existence in these towns 
and hamlets depends on access 
by highway, and those that lie 
in the “snow belt*' have a ser­ 
ious problem during the winter 
months. - 
In these modern days, farm 
dwellers expect their mail as us­ 
ual, snow or no snow. 
Children 
must get to "school and this is 
especially true where there are 
consolidated schools using motor 
buses. 
Doctors must reach rur­ 
al patients. 
Milk must be deliv­ 
ered where there are children. 
I Today s demands for an 
open 
* road at all times is greater than 
ever before 
Open roads mean moving cars 
and trucks, and by keeping cars 
and trucks moving, there are big­ 
ger revenues for the states and 
uieir political subdivisions which 
is reflected in still better roads. 
It is interesting to note the re­ 
duction of gas taxes during the 
winter quartet's. 
In Minnesota, a representative 
“snow’ state ", in the early days 
of plowing there w’as a spread 
of from 14,503,728 gallons in mid­ 
winter to 38,000,000 gallons 
in 
August. 
These figures are for 
1928. 
But ten years later, when 
snow’ removal had become mod­ 
ernized, we again have a spread 
of from 26,267,436 gallons of tax­ 
able gasoline in January to 55,-
